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Madison crime declines

Major crimes in Madison declined 
13 percent in 1983 compared to 1982 
figures, according to the annual 
report submitted this week to the 
Press-Record by Madison Chief of 
Police Donald Bridick, who says he 
commends his officers for working 
short handed and still helping to 
decrease crime. 

The figures show that there were 
840 cases of what the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation classi Ss 
majof crimes (homicide, rape, rob- 
bery, assault and battery, burglary, 
felony theft and auto theft) during 
the year 1983, compared to 392 cases 
during 1982. 


DECLINES were noted last year 
in homicides (one in 1982 and none 
last year), assault and battery cases 
“down 39 percent from 83 cases to 51 
last year), burglaries (down 19 per. 
cent from 142 in 1982 to 115 last 
year), and felony thefts (down seven 
percent from 151 to 140 cases last 
year). 

Bridick credits the city’s burglar 
alarm network with helping reduce 
residential burglaries ‘and said, 
“When Mike Macek, burglar alarm 
coordinator, gets the system com- 
pleted, I think burglaries will come 


down even more. Hopefully, all 
Madison residents will take ad- 
vantage of the system and get on the 
city’s alarm system as a lower rate 
than other systems.” 

The annual report showed in- 
creases in puto thefts (up 109 per- 
cent from 11 cases in 1982 to 23 in 
1983), robberies (up 125 percent 
from four cases to nine) and rape 
(up from zero cases in 1982 to two 
reported last year). 

Attempted major crimes also 
showed a decline, from 41 in 1982 to 
30 last year. 

TRAFFIC ARRESTS declined 17 
percent in’ 1983 from the previous 
year. A total of 420 traffic arrests 
Were made last year, down from 508 
the previous year. 

Adult arrests for other than traffic 
increased slightly, from 207 arrests 
in 1982 to 209 last year, and juvenile 
arrests were up 31 percent last year, 
from 86 to 113. 

Fines collected from arrests in 
Madison declined from $19,202 in 
1982 to $17,337 last year. 


ALTHOUGH there were two fatal 
auto accidents in the city during 1983 
(twice the one fatal in 1982), traffic 
accidents declined 12 percent last 
year over the previous year. There 
were 207 accidents reported last

The Madison detective division 
cleared 46 major crimes during 1983, 
a slight drop from the 47 cleared the 
previous year, the report shows. 
Detectives investigated 109 crimes 
during the year, a 31 percent in- 
crease from 83 the previous year. 

THE HUMANE officer answered 
448 calls during 1983, a 53 percent 
decline from 948 the previous year. 
A total of 366 animals were picked up 
last year, a drop from 449 the 
previous year. Dog bites were up 

n 1982 to 23 last year. 

Overall, the Madison police in- 
vestigated 11,115 cases of all types 
last year, up 19 percent from 9,316 
calls in 1982. That included 1,728 
alarm calls, a decrease from 2,117 
alarm calls during 1982, according to 
the 1983 annual report 

Bridick commented, “Like other 
cities, we were working short hand- 
ed while the calls for service of the 
police increased by 1,699 to 11,115 
calls. I think that shows the officers 
are really dedicated to the city of 
Madison, although they haven't had 
any raises in three years.”

Expert predicts long

Despite pessimism by some ex- 
perts, one steel industry analysist 
who has had the respect and ear of 
Granite City Steel officials for a long 
time predicted Friday that the pic- 
ture appears good for Granite City 
Steel's future. 

The Rev. William T. Hogan, pro- 
fessor of economics at Fordham 
University in the New York Bronx, 
told the Press-Record by telephone 
Friday, “I don’t think Granite City 
Steel will be closed. It: would sur- 
prise me very much. Granite City

Johnson is opposed 


Cireuit judges have no visible 
ballot- opponents when seeking se- 
cond or later terms. But opposition 
is shaping up to the retention in of- 
fice of Circuit Judge William E. 
Johnson in 1984. 

Sixty percent approval by voters 
is necessary for a judge to be retain- 
ed. No other names appear on the 
ballot; the vote is ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no.”” 

Third Circuit Court officials said 
last week that Johnson is the only 
judge up for voters’ consideration 
this year. 

Judge Johnson won election as a 
Democratic candidate for circuit 
judge in 1978. Subsequent elections 
are on a nonpartisan basis under Il- 
linois law 

Known for his ability to greet 
thousands of voters during cam- 
paigning, he hopes to be retained for 
an additional six years. But an anti- 
retention drive is planned by Dr. Ed- 
ward Ragsdale, Madison County 
Republican chairman 

Not only is Johnson a Democrat, 
but so are all the other elected cir- 
cuit judges. And so are all ten 
associate judges, who are appointed 
by the county’s eight circuit judges 

Dr. Ragsdale warned last year 
that Republicans might oppose all 
Democratic judges’ future retention 
efforts because the judges have 
repeatedly failed to choose a 
Republican as an associate judge, 
even though about 40 percent of 
Madison County voters’ are 
Republican, - 

The GOP chairman said this week 
there will be a concerted attempt to 
bar retention of Judge Johnson 
because he is a person ‘“‘we believe 
should not be on the bench.” 

As Dr. Ragsdale sees it, judicial 
decisions in this county sometimes 
reflect friendship with attorneys 
who contribute to Democratic cam- 
paign treasuries. An atmosphere of 
favoritism is perceived by the 
Republican leader, who alleges 
there have been “non-judicial” 
responses by Judge Johnson in cer- 
tain instances. 

The judge, a former Granite Ci- 
tyan who lives in Glen Carbon, 
regards such criticism as not only 
political in nature but also unfair. 

? Johnson thinks his record shows 
independence of thought and action, 
and he points out that he is a former 
Republican. 

The judge says he gets along with 
Republican as well as Democratic 
lawyers. An exception is State's At- 
torney Don W. Weber, a Republican 
seeking a second elective term in 
1984. 

Unhappy with a brief period last 
year in which Johnson handled 
criminal cases, Weber has adopted a 
policy of seeking transfers from 
Judge Johnson's court. 

Although a member of the minori- 
ty party in this county, the state’s at- 
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torney won in 1980 and hopes to 
achieve another four-year term. He 
faces opposition in the March 20 
primary and, if successful then, in 
the Nov. 6 general election. 

Weber, an outspoken “law and 
order” prosecutor, has said—and 
will assert—that he is highly capable 
of obtaining indictments and convic- 
tions. He has even revived dormant 
cases from this and other counties, 
usually successfully. He will stake 
his re-election bid on his per- 
formance in the office. 

As the head of the Republican par- 
ty in Madison County, Dr. Ragsdale 
is an active backer of Weber and has 
even endorsed him in the 
Republican primary. 

Judge Johnson thinks Republicans 
could be playing with fire in making 
judicial retention ‘‘a partisan mat- 
ter and a political football.”” 

He saids. this week that 
Democratic voters might decide in 
later years to oppose the retention of 
sth District Appellate Judge Thomas 
Welch, a Collinsville Republican. 

, Johnson is seen by some of the 
electorate as an obstacle in the path 
of a “no-nonsense state’s attorney,” 
a Republican prosecutor who even 
has had the audacity to seek indict- 
ments of Democratic appointed of- 
ficials. 

On the other hand, Johnson is far 
from the only ‘‘problem”’ facing the 
prosecutor. 

Weber and his wife are suing for 
millions of dollars, seeking such 
court awards from Amiel Cueto, a 
Democratic lawyer from St. Clair 
County. At the same time, a special 
Madison County grand jury is to be 
impaneled this month to study 
Weber’s actions while in office. 

The special investigation—trig- 
gered by letters and remarks by 
Cueto—was authorized jointly by the 
eight circuit judges. 

Among the factors in GOP 
displeasure toward Judge Johnson 
are his decisions after the 1979 slay- 
ing of Steven Davidson, who was a 
Godfrey resident and the son of a 
county Republican. 

William Gill of Alton in 1980 
received a seven-year term for 
voluntary manslaughter and has 
since completed his prison service. 

Mr. Davidson’s widow, Susan, has 
been charged with murder, con- 
spiracy and solicitation to commit 
murder. Gill said at his trial that he 
and Mrs. Davidson were lovers and 
that he shot and beat her husband in 
self-defense. 

Judge Johnson began her trial in 

‘February 1982, later agreeing to a 
defense motion to eliminate some 
alleged evidence against her. The 
prosecutor then sought a mistrial, 
for purposes of filing an appeal, and 
Johnson agreed to the request. 

‘The 5th District Appellate Court 
ruled that it was improper for 
Johnson to hear the evidence motion 
after the trial had started. A new 
trial is to be held. 

Dr. Ragsdale thinks some at- 
torneys will oppose Johnson's reten- 
tion bid but,says most lawyers 
hesitate to take a’ negative position 
regarding judges who hear their 
cases. 

As a result, the physician in- 
dicates he is willing to take the lead 
in the effort to defeat Judge 
Johnson. 

Lawyers, however, were among 
the most active in a 1980 campaign

that defeated two Democratic cir- 
cuit judges seeking retention. 

Johnson, now 53, was appointed as 
one of four magistrates in Madison 
County in 1965. He served as a 
magistrate and then associate judge 
for a combined total of 12 years. 

In 1974, he ran unsuccessfully for 
circuit judge. 

Johnson in 1975 received insuffi- 
cient support. from circuit judges to 
be retained as an associate judge. 

He briefly was a candidate for 
state's attorney in 1976 until 
withdrawing to seek appointment to 
a newly-added associate judgeship. 
Johnson was appointed to that 
judicial post amid allegations of a 
“political deal,” critics saying he 
dropped out of the prosecutorial 
race after being assured he would be 
chosen as a judge. 

Proud that he was born on a farm 
and was the son of a coal miner, 
Johnson has had opportunities to 
serve in nearly every aspect of 
judicial duty, including the juvenile 
court, family court and jury trials. 

His record includes service as 
chief magistrate, in 1970. At various ; 
times he has presided at court ses- 
sions in Edwardsville, Alton, Wood 
River, Granite City, Madison, 
Venice, Collinsville and Highland. 

Johnson attended Blackburn Col- 
lege, Shurtleff College, Washington 
University and Southern Illinois 
University and graduated from the 
St. Louis University Law School. 

He said in his initial campaign for 
‘a circuit judgeship that “I feel close 
to the puise of the people of Madison 
County, having been a miner, sheet 
steel worker, glass worker, traffic 
manager, adjuster and Army 
paratrooper. 

“7 taught business law at SIU and 
practiced law in’ Collinsville and 
Granite City.” 

As Judge Johnson views it, he is 
“tough, but fair,’” 

His past campaign literature pic; 
tured him as a ‘‘no-nonsense law and 
order judge'’) who also is 
“courageous and understanding’! 
and an ‘‘un-politician.”’ \ 

In a photograph in his 1978 
brochure, he posed with his wife, 
their two daughters, two pet dogs, a 
pet cat and a pet donkey.

area,”’ said Velda Gerstenecker of 
the Research and Analysis Division 
of the Illinois Department of Labor. 
The reduction in unemployment, 
however, may be somewhat deceiv- 
ing because some persons ran out of 
unemployment benefits and were 
dropped from the roles of those 
counted as being on unemployment. 
The figures show the Granite City 
workforce fell from 19,875 persons in 
November to 19,400 in December. 


The number ‘of persons on- 


unemployment declined from 3,100 
to 2,675 in the same period. 

Madison County showed an im- 
provement as unemployment declin- 
ed from 11.4 percent to 11.0 percent 
as the number of persons 
unemployed dropped from 14,500 in 
November to 13,875 in December. 

Belleville had the highest 
unemployment rate among the ma- 
jor cities in the seven-county study 
area with 14.9 percent unemployed. 
Granite City followed at 13.8 per- 
cent, Alton had 12.5 percent and 
East St. Louis listed 10.4 percent on 
the active unemployment rolls. 

Among nearby counties, Calhoun 
County -had the highest December 


unemployment at’ 21.2 percent, 
Jersey County was second at 13.8 
percent, followed by Bond County at 
12.4 percent, Madison County at 11 
percent, Clinton County at 10.9 per- 
cent, St. Clair County at 10.2 percent 
and Monroe County at 9.5 percent. 

Throughout the seven-county 
region, 30,300 / persons were. on 
unemployment in December, 10.5 
percent of the workforce. That com- 
pares to a statewide average of 9.4 
percent.

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Future is bright for GC Steel 


We were encouraged Friday when we called the 
Rev. William T. Hogan, professor of economics at 
Fordham University in New York’s Bronx, who has 
earned the nickname ‘‘the steel priest’ for his 
devoted study of the worldwide steel industry and 
his ‘‘on target’ projections of the future of steel 
firms inthis country. 

Hogan says he is certain that United States Steel 
Corporation’s proposed purchase of the Granite Ci- 
ty Steel plant is not the beginning of the end for the 
local industry on which this community heavily 
relies. 

We greatly respect his opinions, About six years 
ago, he, was a speaker for a steel group here and 
predicted that the domestic steel industry was in for 
about five years of rough going and then would 
climb back into profitability. As far as Granite City 
Steel was concerned, he was right on the mark. 

Hogan makes several strong points. He says 
geography is a strong point for the Granite City 
mill. It is the only plant of its kind in this region and 
is not located next:to two or three other steel pro- 
ducers. It is in a good location to serve the 
Heartland of America. 

Another major point is that National Steel Corp. 
has had the foresight to continually modernize the 
Granite City plant. The new continuous slab caster 


is'a strongpoint, being the most cost-efficient way to 
cast steel in the industry. 

- The switch from open hearth furnaces to basic ox- 
ygeh furnaces was a major move in keeping GC 
Stedl up to date and much of the groundwork has 

een completed to update the BOF vessels by injec- 

g the oxygen and gases in the bottom, rather than 
through a lance in the top, which will further im- 

- prove the quality of the steel produced. 

Also, most of the engineering work and ground- 
work already has been done for establishing a 
‘laboratory”’ in the. BOF shop so the molten steel 
can be tested immediately and alloys added to 
make batches to order for specific customer needs. 

Ed Sambuchi, vice president. and general 
manager of Granite City Steel, should be commend- 
ed for continuing the planning for the future started 
by his predecessors. It may be that planning and the 
commitment that will be the salvation of Granite Ci- 
ty Steel. 

Certainly, had the plant not been continually 
modernized, its future under U.S. Steel would be 
very much in doubt. 

Despite dire predictions from some experts in the 
steel field, we agree with Hogan, who says, ‘“‘I feel 
certain that the Granite City plant will be con- 
tinued.”’

Nineteen eighty-four already has been an eyentful 
year, and more of the same is in store. Quad- 
Cityans will need to stay tuned to'the Press-Record 
twice a week as one of the most interesting 12-month 
spans in local history continues to unfold. 

For example, the election of a Madison County’s 
state’s attorney for the next four years is certain to 
keep the political pot boiling until Nov. 6.

Agreements can 


On occasion, a man or a woman considering mar- 
riage will want to protect his or her property from 
the future spouse. This most commonly occurs 
when one or both of the parties has been married 
before, or has acquired a large amount of property 
on his or her own, or has children from a previous 
marriage for whom he or she wishes to provide. A 
party contemplating marriage-can generally pro- 
tect his'‘property in this situation if the future spouse 
is willing to sign an antenuptial agreement. 

An antenuptial agreement is a contract entered 
into between a man and a woman before mariage 
which limits the property rights of one or both 
spouses in the event of death or divorce. Postnuptial 
agreements are contracts entered into after the par- 
ties are married, but they have the same purpose 
and effect as antinuptial agreements. Illinois Courts 
will generally enforce an antenuptial agreement if 
the parties were of legal age when they signed it, if 
the transaction is free from fraud and if the parties 
were fully aware of the extent of each other’s pro- 
perty at the time they entered into the agreement. 

With regard to this last requirement, Illinois 
courts have decided that it is necessary that both 
parties be fully aware of the property and assets of 
each other for an antenuptial or postnuptial agree- 
ment to be valid. If the court can be persuaded that 
‘one of the spouses did not know the full extent of the 
property holdings of the other, the court can in- 
validate the agreement. In one case, a surviving 
wife sought to invalidate an antenupiial agreement 
subsequent to the death of her husband. She claimed 
that she was not fully aware of the property 
holdings of her husband at the time the antenuptial 
agreement was signed. The court found that, 
although there was not a list of property holdings of

éach spouse attached to the antenuptial agreement, 
there was sufficient evidence showing that the wife 
was aware of the nature and extent of the property 
holdings of her husband and that she had ample 
time to investigate as to their value before signing 
the agreement. 

Illinois Courts also have indicated a tendency to 
invalidate antenputial agreements if they attempt 
to totally avoid one’s duty to support the former 
spouse. In one case, the husband had been married 
six times and the wife had been married nine times. 
The parties had been married to each other three 
times. Because they were fully aware that some 
marriages do not last forever, they entered into an 
antenuptial agreement which provided that if either 
party commenced ‘a divorce action within seven 
years of the marriage, no alimony to temporary 
alimony wuld be paid. Fifty four days after the mar- 
riage, the wife left and filed for divorce. The court in 
-this case refused to enforce the antenuptial agree- 
ment because there was no fair and equitable provi- 
sion for the support of the wife.

to Haine allegations 


«In a Statement issued Thursday, 
Kenneth Evers, mayor of Edward- 
sville, and chairman of the Transit 
Committee of the Bi-State Develop- 
ment Agency Board of Comimis- 
sioners, responded to recent 
statements made in the press by 
Wiliam Haine, chairman of the 
Madison County Transit District 
Board. 


Evers said that his office and 
Haine’s office are only about two 
blocks apart, and it would seem 
much more sensible to discuss pro- 
blems or misunderstandings in 
private rather than through the 
news media. ‘‘But recent damaging 
statements made in the newspapers 
by Mr. Haine regarding Bi-State 
cannot be ignored,” Evers said. 

Regarding Haine’s proposal to 
spend excess transportation funds 
for road repair in Alton, Granite Ci- 
ty, Madison and Collinsville, Evers 
questioned how other communities 
in the area would react to a windfall 
for only a select few. 


Referring to Haine’s criticism of 


- Bi-State for not disclosing that an in- 


creased amount of federal money 
had become available, Evers said 
that the Transit District chairman 
had known since last summer that 
increased funds were a possibility, 
and that Haine has known the exact 
federal figure for over two months. 
“At the time this year’s contract 
was prepared last summer, all par- 
ties knew that a contract,revision for 
service might become necessary 
because of more federal money,”

Bi-State Transit official reacts 


with Bi-State Commissioners, called 
by Bill Haine at Charlie’s 
Restaurant in Granite City on Sept.

“Shortly thereafter, the Transit 
District manager, who was also an 
employee of East-West Gateway, 
learned the specific amount of 
federal money that Bi-State would 
receive. Also, the amount was 
published in the Federal Register. 

“Naturally, an increase in the 
federal money would mean a 
decrease in the local subsidy, requir- 
ing a revision in the service contract 
between Bi-State and Madison Coun- 
ty. However,. Bi-State was told to 
delay a contract revision until fur’ 
ther direction to proceed came from 
the Transit District manager. It 
wasn’t until January, 1984, that the 
district manager gave the go-ahead 
for a contract revision. All parties 
had known the exact federal dollar. 
subsidy amount since November, 
The delay in revising the Madison 
County contract with Bi-State for 
bus service was entirely due to 
Madison County’s own request,” 
Evers said. 

Evers noted that Haine has been 
quoted in at least one newspaper as 
saying that “‘Our record is one of ex- 
cellence, and their’s (Bi-State’s) has 
been one of sloppiness and in 
competence.” In recent Bi-State 
reports of the relative profitability 


of each bus route, Evers said that 
some Madison County routes, such 
as the new Alton Express, “show 
deficits as high as: $12.02 for every 

assenger carried, and the average 
‘deficit per passenger on all Madison 
County routes is $3.82 on locals and 
$4.70 on express. System-wide, in- 
cluding: St. Clair County and 
Missouri, the deficit per passenger 
is $1.10,” he said. 

In reference to, Haine’s quoted 
concern that ‘‘Missouri Board 
members have historically shown a 
lack of concerh for Hlinois,” Evers 
countered that he serves On Bi- 
State’s Board as treasurer . and 
chairman of the transit Committee 
and resides in Edwardsville, I. 
There are five Mllinois and five 
Missouri Commissioners on the Bi- 
State Board. 

Finally, Evers said that Haine’s 
comment that Bi-State owes the 
Transit District $1 million does not 
coincide with the facts. “Our finan- 
cial statement of Dec. 31, 1983, which 
is prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples and which reflects Madison 
County’s contract with Bi-State, 
shows that Madison County owes us 
about $165,000 for operating park- 
ride service and for subsidizing the 
reduced fare program in Madison 
County,”” Evers said, ‘‘A ‘revised 
contract with lower monthly 
payments will be acted upon by the 
Bi-State Board in February. When 
the contract is amended, the reduc- 
tion will mean that by June 30, 
Madison County will have paid only 
for services received.” 


Emergency funding for shelter program 


Governor James R. Thompson 
said Friday that $400,000 in 
emergency funds will be used this 
year to supplement the Domestic 
Violence Shelter Program, a state 
effort threatened by an_ Illinois 
Supreme Court ruling that removed 
critical funding sources. 

The Supreme Court held on 
Wednesday that a $5 surcharge on 
divorce filing used tg finance the 


domestic violence and shelter pro- 


gram in Illinois was unconstitu- 
tional. In response, the governor 
called an emergency meéting Fri- 
day morning with representatives 
from several women’s groups, 
legislators and other state ad- 
ministrators. 


“We've come a long way since 
1979 when the program was formed. 
We've gone from caring for just a 
handful of women and children to 
more than 14,000 this year in more 
than 40 centers in Mlinois,’’ the 
governor said. 


“We have been counting on more 
thn $700,000 that has accumulated” 
since this lawsuit was first filed. 
Two days ago, the Supreme Court 
said we couldn’t take that money 
and use it for this program, so we 
have to do two things. 


“We have to immediately step into 
sega and make sure that no 
single iter loses its funding. That 
is assured with this emergency ac- 


tion. Second, we have to make sure 
that this program, one that protects 
battered women and childfen, grows 
this year. To do that, I've asked 
Department of Public Aid Director 
Greg Coler to take $400,000 from his. 
budget and put it into the growth of 
these programs,” he said. 


Thompson added that the next 
move will be ‘to ensure the long- 
term stable funding of these pro- 
grams which we will do probably by 
recommending an increase in the 
marriage license fee in Illinois. I will 
be working with the Conference of 
Women Legislators to make sure 
that emergency legislation is ap- 
proved this spring.” i

THE PURCHASE of National 
Steel’s group of three plants, plus 
mining and coke operations, was 
hailed by U.S. Steel’s board pre: 
dent David M. Roderick as a chance 
for the company to improve costs 
and efficiency, to combine the 
strengths of both companies and to 
enter the more-profitable field of 
making steel for consumer goods, 
such as cars and appliances. 

Another Wall Street Journal arti- 
cle Thursday quotes U.S. Steel ex- 
ecutives as saying the merged com- 
pany could save as much as $200 
million annually ‘through a more ef- 
ficient targeting of capital outlays 
and the paring of duplicate staff and 
supply functions.’ 

The article quotes ‘‘sources’’ as, 
saying U.S. Steel ‘probably won’t 
make further steep cutbacks in 
steelmaking capacity.” It notes that 
about 65 percent of National Steel's 
itput is from continuous slab 
casters, like the one at Granite City. 
Continuous casting, the most effi- 

‘ient. way of.casting, is used for only 
about 10 percent of U.S. Steel’s steel 
now. 

DR. ROBERT KOEPKE, director 
of the Office of Area Development at 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 


wardsville, said his studies indicate 
that Granite City Steel is a modern, 
efficient plant which probably will 
be kept open by U.S. Steel, unlike the 
older, less efficient plants U.S. Steel 
has decided to close. 

“I don’t think the sky’s falling in,’’

Park board weighs cost vs. beauty 


The Granite City Wilson Park 
garden area should bloom a bit 
brighter this summer if the park 
district can afford a list of renova- 
tions being considered by the park 
board of commissioners. 

Fresh rose plants, flowing water 
in the sunken gardens, and a new 
swan to watch over the goldfish pond 
are all items that are expected to be 
accomplished this summer. How 
sweeping other changes may be will 
depend on how expensive they pro- 
ve. 

Park commissioners were already 
surprised at their last meeting to 
learn an $18,000 price tag might be 
attached to a proposed garden and 
poolhouse walkways asphalting pro- 
ject. The board had estimated that 
completing renovation of the paths 
would cost about $4,000. 

‘The higher figure was released by 
Commissioner Nancy Sanders, 
engineering chairman, who had 
gathered a variety of asphalting pro- 
posals from several companies. The 
proposals do not represent bids. 

David Nolan, director of parks and 
recreation, told commissioners that 
one alternative would be for park 
employees to simply patch the paths 
again. Commission Jack Hood 
reminded board members that last 
year they had put a top priority on 
improving the gardens area. 

“I think the $18,000 would be well 
spent money,” George Sykes, park 
president, said. ‘‘We would be doing 
something for the people not involy- 
ed with sports.”" 

Commissioner Barry Loman has 
requested Nolan to return to the next 
board meeting with a drawing of the 
garden and pool paths and outline 
the worst points of disrepair The 
board then is expected: to decide on 
how extensive an asphalting project 
to authorized. 

Another improvement in the plan- 
ning stages is the installation of per- 
manent or submersive. aerators 
necessary to circulate water-in the 
large pond located in the Sieveking 
Gardens. Commissioners have not 
yet approved the type or size of the 
equipment needed, but are expected 
to make a decision in time for the 
summer season. 

The park swan with the missing 
bill may finally be replaced if 
negotiations with a craftsman in St. 
Louis are successful. A special mold 
will have to be cast for the project, 
and costs will again be a factor. 

A new look also can be expected at 
the sunken gardens — the original 
swimming pool of the’park district 
that was in use until the end of the 
1930s. The concrete ponds will be be 
made watertight and pipes will be 
installed to keep the pools filled with 
flowing water. The park staff should 
be able to do the caulking and to lay 
the water lines themselves. Nolan 
hopes the project will be completed 
by the end of the summer. 

The gazebo will be repainted and 
mums planted in the area. The little 
house in the rock garden near the 
gazebo also will be repainted. Nolan 
will try to involve Granite City High 
School art students in the project

— Replacing the ice rink roof at an 
estimated cost of $35,000. ~

— Making some renovations a the 
Harold Brown Recreation Center, 
including painting rooms, improving 
restroom conditions, adding mirrors 
for the dance and _ slimnastics 
classes and replacing air condition- 
ing units. 

-- Installing water foundations at 
each of the Wilson Park baseball 
dugouts. 

— Purchasing nets for Wilson 
Park tennis courts. 

Digging a small drainage ditch 
from the Parkview School parking 
lot to the corner of Parkview Drive. 

— Erecting a new fence at West 
Granite Park. 

— Installing basketball hoops at 
Stearns Park 

— Making long-range plans to con- 
struct a handball court at Rode 
Park.

‘The Madison City Council’s resolu- 
tions to allow improvements on 
State Street between Market Street 
and 14th Street were approved last 
week by the federal government. 

According to the resolution, State 
Street would be blacktopped at a 
cost of $165,625 and aldermen ap- 
proved the usage of $20,000 of motor 
fuel tax funds for the project. Mayor 
Mike Sasyk met with other local 
mayors at a meeting with the 
Federal Aid to Urban Systems 
(FAU) to determine+ whether 
Madison can receive a grant to com- 
plete the project. FAU approved a 
grant of at least $107,800. last 
Wednesday, city officials said Fri- 
day. 

According to Sasyk, the project 
would be’ funded either for 1984 or 
1985 at the latest. ‘‘At these 
meetings, the mayors in the district 
submit their requests and we vote on 
who gets the funding,’’ Sasyk ex- 


tions was discussed, Barton said. 

Finally, the 20 percent cut was 
proposed by plant officers, despite 
the 82 percent reduction projections 
in documents prepared for GCS by 
the Property Tax Research Co. of St.

The Board of Review is unhappy 
with the Property Tax Research ap- 
praisal, which among other things 
allegedly lists the plant’s railroad 
trackage as being worth only ten 
cents a foot. 

The board also thinks that, if an 
appraiser receives a percentage of 
futuré tax savings, the procedure 
raises- questions of a possible con- 
flict of interest; there would be an 
incentive to propose a lower valua- 
tion, resulting in lower taxes when 
rates are applied. 

The panel reviewing county realty 
valuations consists of Robert Harris, 
chairman, and Fred E. Finck and 
Mrs. Shirley Voegele. Barton assists 
the board. 

QUESTIONED by Harris, Huyer 
said Property Tax Research is paid 
a fee and has no vested interest in 
the local steel plant. 

Huyer declined to say whether the 
fee is based on a percentage. 

James E. Riney of Property Tax 
Research said the appraisal given to 
the board in the 82 percent reduction 
request includes all figures that 
would be in a more complete ap- 
praisal, even though Harris describ- 
ed it as lacking certain details.

might favor an increase in the 
plant's assessment if a later ap- 
praisal, related to the U.S. Steel pur- 
chase, shows GCS has higher value 
than is reflected on valuation rolls. 

U.S. Steel has offered cash and 
securities totaling $575 million for 
GC Steel, Great Lakes Steel, 
Midwest Steel and National Steel’s 
iron ore and coal operations. 

The plan, which has been approv- 
ed by the boards of U.S. Steel and 
National Intergroup, includes addi- 
tional balance sheet considerations 
which increase the value of the tran- 
saction to about $700 million. The ac- 
quisition is subject to ratification by 
National shareholders. 

Finck said the timing of the-sale 
plan helpful from at least one 
standpoint: Without the second ap- 
praisal, the affected taxing bodies 
might have had to pool their 
resources and hire someone to ap- 
praise the plant this year. 

FINCK THINKS that property 
value information from the acquisi- 
tion proposal not only would be 
helpful in an appeal, but also would 
be useful to the Board of Review in 
deciding on the 20 percent reduction 
request. 

For that reason, the board, will 
mark time before giving its official 
response. No date for a resumption 
of the hearing was set, but steel 
representatives were asked to 
return with more data in several 
weeks. 

Finck said he hopes to get a 
breakdown of the sale price quoted 
by National Intergroup and U.S. 
Steel. Unit or other prices then could 
be compared with those presented 
by Riney. 

GCS pays about $2.7 million a year 
in property taxes, Assessor Cruse 
has estimated.

Warriors stave

GRANITE CITY — With an 8-10 
record going into Friday and Sat- 
urday's games, the Granite City 
High School basketball team came 
“as close as possible towards evening 
its record at 10-10. Only an overtime 
loss to Althoff Friday (see related 
story) prevented it. 

As it was, the Warriors lost to the 
Crusaders Friday but came back to 
down the Mascoutah Indians 58-53 on 
Saturday. 

Unlike Friday’s game which 
resulted in a loss to Althoff, the War- 
riors led for most of Saturday night’s 
game with Mascoutah. 

Mascoutah scored first, but that 
didn’t last for long when Jeff Gray, 
the Warriors’ 6-foot 1-inch forward 
scored twice, within seconds of each 
other, to put the Warriors ahead 4-2. 
From then on, the Warriors breezed 
through the first three quarters 
holding on to a comfortable lead. 

The first three quarters? 

That’s right The first 
quarters. 

The Warriors have this inherent 
desire — whether, it be for 
themselves or their fans — to make. 
the game much closer than it has to 
be, But almost intrinsically, it seems 
they have to make the games close, 
which has Warrior Coach Don Deter- 
ding concerned not to mention 
somewhat grayer. 

“1 don’t know what it is,” Deter- 
ding ‘said after Saturday night’s 
game. ‘‘The people who aren’t com- 
ing out to watch us are missing a 
show. Inevitably, you can count on 
us making it close, We get a big lead, 
screw around for a quarter and 
make it close at the end.”” 

Deterding was joking, of course, 
but his assessment was accurate. 

The Warriors pulled ahead in the 
first quarter with efforts by Jeff 
Gray, Scott Cant, who returned to 
the starting lineup Saturday after a 
bout with the flu and a 102 degree 
fever, and Kurt “Hylla. While Cant 
was working his magic inside, Jeff 
Gray and Hylla were tagging the 
scoreboard from the perimeter. 
Their combined efforts proved too 
much for Mascoutah’s one-man, 
first quarter show of Ron Lindsay. 

Lindsay, the Indians’ 5-foot 11-inch 
senior guard, scored 10 of Mas- 
coutah’s 12 first quarter points. He 
was deadly from right corner, but 
even with that, Granite City jumped 
to a seven-point 19-12 first-quarter 
lead. 

The Warriors improved upon that 
_lead-in the second quarter and by 
halftime enjoyed a 12-point ad- 
vantage, 34-12. There| appeared no 
way of stopping Granite City in the 
second quarter. Hylla was hotter 
than a firecracker in July. By 
halftime, he led all scorers with 13 
points. His supporting cast at that 
time was Jeff Gray who had 12 
points. 

And as for Mascoutah, their pace 
had slowed considerably. Lindsay, 
who began the first quarter on a ter- 
ror, mananged just two points in the 
second quarter. With 12 points, he 
led the Indians’ attack at halftime. 

When the third quarter began the 
Warriors carried the momentum of 
the previous quarter with them. The 
Gray brothers teamed to give the

Warriors 4 14- and then a 16-point 
lead. First Jeff Gray scored, a loop- 
ing jumper from his favorite of posi- 
tions, the right corner. 

‘Then Joe Gray scored from what’s 
becoming his favorite spot, just to 
the right of the key, about 15 feet out 
and just outside the paint. A pair of 
swishing jumpers. 

It appeared Granite City was go- 
ing to blow Mascoutah right off the 
floor. But just when Warrior fans 
began to feel a little comfortable — 
and rightly so with a 16-point lead — 
things began to slide. 

Mascoutah’s Todd Moeller, a 5- 
foot 11-inch sophomore guard, sank 
a beautiful 20-foot jumper.

Then came what, post-game 
assessment of the game revealed as 
the beginning of Mascoutah’s com- 
eback. With 4:40 remaining in the 
third quarter, Trey Moeller, 
Mascoutah’s 5-foot 11-inch senior 
forward was fouled by Hylla.

MADISON — Even when the 
Madison Trojans are at their worst, 
they can give most of their oponents 
more than they can handle.

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Handling of federal 
transit funds argued 


A difference of opinion has 
developed between the Bi-State 
Development Agency and the 
Madison County Transit District 
over the handling of federal bus 
financial aid, and the split appeared 
to grow last week. 

William R. Haine, district chair- 
man, is threatening a lawsuit “if 
subsidies are misused.”” He quoted 
Bi-State as saying that funds voted 
By Congress during the fall of 1983 
may be used for purposes other than 
offsetting bus costs. 

Richard F,. Baalmann, Bi-State 
board chairman, said Haine’s inter- 

retation is wrong and that the agen- 

‘y’s budgeting proposals would not 
deprive the local district. 

‘Although Haine primarily. is con- 
cerned about future actions, he said 
he believes the agency may have us- 
.ed past transit funds to lend to other 
Bi-State activities, including a trash- 
to-energy project and Parks Bi-State 
‘Airport. 

In response to the dispute, the 
Transit District at a meeting Jan. 26 
cut its monthly payment to Bi-State 
92 percent, from $150,000 to $12,000, 
for each of the next five months. It 
estimates it should pay Bi-State $1.2 
million instead of $1.8 million for the 
current fiscal year. 

As Haine views it, $12 -million 
allocated by Congress must go 
toward meeting the cost of bus ser- 
vice in the Missouri and Illinois sec- 
tions of this metropolitan area 

Saying he is enraged about possi- 
ble diversion, the chairman added, 
“This denies us a chance to decide 
what to do with our own money.” 

He said he wishes the district had 
altered its contract with Bi-State in 
Jine with the fall US. subsidy, reduc- 
ing the district’s payment to the 
‘agency from quarter-cent sales tax 
proceeds. 

Haine contended that fund 
transfer delays in St. Louis aid 
Missouri banks and cut the money 
available to the Madison County 
District for investment here. 

Edwardsville Supervisor Robert 
Stille, district treasurer, estimated 
that $30,000 to $50,000 in interest may 
have been lost by the county transit 
district. 

Haine concluded, ‘We are confi- 
dent we can handle the money 
responsibly because we have done so 
before. We do not want Bi-State 
deciding what is to be done with our 
money."’ : 

Baalmann acknowledged that the 
Bi-State staff was directed to devise 
a plan to establish a surplus fund, 
reducing the agency’s immediate 
‘dependency on federal grants in 
meeting operating costs. 

He added that the procedure will 
not apply to Madison County 

Saying there is no actual problem 
and no need for a lawsuit, Baalmann 
reported-that an effort was made 
last. week to explain preliminary

cept student support, which declined 
from $2,974,573 in “FY 1983 to 
$2,570,752 in FY 1984." 

Britan said research funding in- 
creased substantially during the 
first six months of FY 1984 to 
$264,902 from $187,434 in FY 1983. 
Training funding increased 
dramatically from $1,072,148 in FY 
1983 to $3,081,061 in FY 1984. 

In addition, institutional funding 
during the first six month increased 
slightly from $840 in FY 1983. to 
$6,600 in FY 1984. 


“EXTERNAL FUNDING during 
the first six months of FY 1984 
already exceeds. full year funding 
for every. year since FY 1980,” 
Britan said. The value of pending 
proposals for the second quarter is 
at a new high, he said, and does not 
yet include several large project 
renewals that are vew likely to 
receive funding. b 

“The data strongly suggest thal 
total FY 1984 external funding will 
exceed the previous external fun- 
ding peak of $7,746,677 in FY 1979, 
quite possibly by a wide margin,” 
Britan said, 

As of the end of the calendar year, 
41 proposals valued at $4,261,373 
were pending at ‘various federal, 
state, local and private agencies. 
Britan said this represents a slight 
increase from the 45 proposals 
valued at $3,916,714 that were pen- 
ding at the end of the second quarter 
of FY 1983, and is the largest second 
quarter pending total for at least 
five years.
